Dr. Royce Hawkins, deputy 
director for medical operations 
at the center, said the medical 
tests “went extremely well and 
we feel confident the crew is 
ready to fly.

Following their physicals Fri­ 
day the Skylab 1 crew con­ 
cluded its formal training with 
a session in the Skylab simula­ 
tor. It ended a tough training 
regime that began when the 
crew was named to fly the mis­ 
sion 16 months ago. 
Since April 24, the men have 
been in medical quarantine, 
their contacts limited to reduce 
the possibility of catching a dis­ 
tase that might delay the mis­ 
sion. 
On Sunday, the three astro­ 
nauts will board separate T38 
jets to fly to Cape Kennedy. 
They’ll settle into crew quar­ 
ters five miles from the launch 
pads. 
They’ll be at a viewing site 
three miles away at 1:30 p.m. 
EDT Monday when a Saturn 5 
rocket is to loft their space 
home toward an orbit 270 miles 
above the earth. Then they’ll 
await the signal to blast off at 1 
p.m.

today as drivers began trying 
to qualify for the 57th In-

Speedway officials expected a 
crowd of more than 200,000 per­ 
sons for the opening day of 
time trials. 
Bobby Unser, Albuquerque, 
N.M., who holds the official 
one- lap and four lap records 
here; Swede Savage. Santa 
Ana, Calif., the fastest driver in 
practice this month, and Gor­ 
don Johncoek, Franklin, Ind. 
owner of the unoffiicai Speed­ 
way record were odds-on fa­ 
vorite to capture the pole }M»si- 
tion. 
Unser established his records 
last May while winning the pole 
pos J ion. He toured one lap in 
1% 678 m.p.h. and finished the 
four lap qualifying set in an av­ 
erage of 195:940' on the 2' i -mile 
oval. 
More than 40 ears were in 
Jne for qualifying runs when 
tin track opened at II a.m. 
EST for the first of four days of 
qualiying. The trials were pre­ 
ceded by 90 minutes of practice 
time. 
The fastest 33 ears’ will be in 
the starting field vying for $1 
million in prize money on Me­ 
morial Day. 
The front row pole spot is 
worth about $3.000 in cash and 
that much more in merchan­ 
dise. The pole position goes to 


the fastest driver on the first 
day of trials. 
Drivers drew numbers Fri­ 
day, guaranteeing a shot at the 
lineup m today’s first session. 
A rule change made before last 
year’s qualifications provides 
that race officials must give ev­ 
eryone who draws a number a 
chance to qualify for the pole 
even if some must be carried 
over until Sunday. 
Numbers were drawn for 46 
ears with Larry Dickson, Mar­ 
ietta. Ohio, getting No. 1. Dick­ 
son blew au engine Friday on 
his Offcnhauser-powered King- 
fish and his crew worked over­ 
night to get it ready. 
If a driver fails to get his -oar 
running after getting in line to 
qualify or starts a trial run but 
fails to fi iish, he must go to the 
back of the line. 
Speeds in tne two weeks of 
practice this month have been 
below expectations, primarily 
because of nearly constant gus­ 
ty winds.

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Small business is not small 
nor is it unimportant to the 
American economy 
President Richard M. Nixon 
has proclaimed National Small 
Business Week during May 13 
- 19. Calling the nation’s 8 
million small businesses the 
spirit 
which 
had 
created, 
s u s t a i n e d , expanded and 
motivated America, Nixon said: 
“In the past year alone, more 
than 70 thousand new com­ 
panies were started. Nineteen 
out of every twenty firms are 
considered small business, and 
they provide approximately 35 
million jobs, and contribute 
more than .$420' billie to' the 
gross national product.” 
Some 95 per cent of all 
business in the United States 
is considered small business, 
employing 40 per cent of the 
nation’s work force and ac­ 
counting for 37 per cent of 
the total Gross National Pro­ 
duct, total of all goods and serv­ 
ices produced in the navion. Less 
than one-quarter of the total 
work force in 1969 was em­ 
ployed by companies with 200 
workers. 
This marks the 20th year of 
the establishment by Congress 
of a special federal agency to 
assist small firms. The Small 
B u s ines s Ad m inistration was 
created by Congress in 1953. 
Working 
primarily 
through 
existing commercial banks, last 
year the agency helped small 
firms obtain $1.5 billion in loans 
and helped funnel $11.5 billion 
in federal contracts to such 
small firms.

Colleges Asked 
4-H Clubs 
To End Sex 
Discrimination

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
About 150 all-male and all-fe­ 
male colleges, including some 
of the most prestigious in the 
nation, must explain by early 
summer delays in totally elimi­ 
nating sex discrimination in ad­ 
missions. 
A government memo and 
guidelines mailed recently to 
presidents of the institutions in 
33 states say they have up to 
six years to comply with a now 
antidiscrimination law if ac­ 
ceptable transition plans are 
received before July l. 
“Educational 
institutions 
which are eligible to submit a 
plan, but do not, will be re­ 
quired not to discriminate on 
the basis of sex in admissions 
as of June 24, 1973,” the memo 
said. 
Copies were sent to such 
schools as Notre Dame, Har­ 
vard. Yale and Vassal'. 
Institutions 
violating 
the 
guidelines, covered by Title IX 
of the Education Amendments 
of 1972, risk the loss of all fed­ 
eral aid. 
The memo from Peter E. 
Holmes, director of the Office 
for Civil Rights, and John Ot­ 
tilia, commissioner designate of 
the U. S. Office of Education, 
asks the schools to identify all 
obstacles that might hinder full 
compliance this fall. 
“Nondiscrimination does not 
inipy that your institution must 
or will accept students of either 
sex in any particular number 
or proportion, but it does mean 
removal of all obstacles, based 
on sex, to admission of stu­ 
dents.” the guidelines said. 


Green Thumb Tips 


There’s a special reason to 
grow Oak Leaf lettuce in your 
garden. When it’s time to har­ 
vest, you don't have to pull up 
the entire plant. Instead, you 
can pick the outer leaves from 
different plants, and more new 
leaves will grow to take their 
place. That way they remain 
productive for a longer period. 
Oak Leaf is also the most heat 
resistant lettuce, and belongs to 
the looseleaf class, which is the 
easiest and fastest to grow. 
More gardeners are reporting 
that marigolds help control 
pests in the vegetable garden. 
By planting a row around crops 
you want to protect, the odor 
in the leaves will keep rabbits 
and rodents away. The roots 
are also reported to rid the soil 
of nematodes (destructive root- 
eating worms). 
You don't need a vegetable 
garden to grow mustard and 
cress. A shady window will 
allow you to grow them indoors 
with ease. Just sprinkle the 
seeds on a paper napkin and 
keep moist. Within 24 hours 
the seed coats will split, and 
within 10 days the cress will be 
high enough to cut tor adding 
a zesty flavor to sandwiches, 
aaluüs and egg dishes.
